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THE  EMBLEM 


The  official  emblem  for  The  United  Methodist  Church  combines  the  cross 
and  a flame  symbolizing  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  emblem  for  United  Methodist 
Women  likewise  includes  the  cross  and  flame. 

The  cross  and  flame  are  ancient  symbols  of  the  church  dating  back  to  the 
days  of  Christ  and  Pentecost.  Each  evokes  images  of  sacrifice,  witness  and 
service.  They  remind  us  of  both  the  opportunities  and  obligations  of 
discipleship.  Paul's  ancient  words  to  Timothy  have  fresh  and  contemporary 
meaning:  ".  . . ! now  remind  you  to  stir  into  flame  the  gift  of  God  which  is 
within  you."  (11  Timothy  1 :6a-NEB) 

As  part  of  the  emblem  for  United  Methodist  Women  these  symbols  remind  us 
of  our  PURPOSE,  that  of  helping  women  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  and 
willingness  to  participate  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  These  also  remind  us  of 
our  heritage,  of  women  who  pioneered  in  the  service  for  the  church  at  home  and 
abroad  and  in  organizing  women  for  mission  service  and  support  in  many  areas 
of  need. 

The  shape  of  the  emblem  is  likewise  symbolic.  It  is  fluid  and  free-flowing, 
suggesting  change  and  mobility.  As  organized  groups  of  women,  this  has  been 
our  heritage.  Often  at  the  forefront  of  movements  for  change,  at  times 
supporting  the  projects  initiated  by  others,  but  always  aware  of  the  times  and 
striving  to  move  with  them  rather  than  be  overwhelmed  by  them. 

The  cross,  the  flame,  and  the  individual  with  her  abilities  and  opportunities  — 
all  elements  of  a 20th  century  movement  for  United  Methodist  Women. 


PURPOSE 

The  oganized  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  shall  be  a community  of 
women  whose  PURPOSE  is  to  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole 
persons  through  Jesus  Christ;  to  develop  a creative,  supportive  fellowship;  and  to 
expand  concepts  of  mission  through  participation  in  the  global  ministries  of  the 
church, 

—Article  3 of  the  Constitution

Finance 

Mrs.  Spencer,  treasurer,  reported: 

In  a meeting  via  a conference  telephone  call  on  January  5, 1973,  the  Finance  Committee— 

1 . Set  as  Goals  for  1 973:  To  continue  the  letter  of  information  promoting  all  avenues  of 
finance  at  least  each  quarter;  to  have  workshops  and  training  sessions  for  local  units; 
to  encourage  every  local  unit  to  work  toward  using  75%  of  its  total  budget  for 
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missions. 

2.  Approved  conference  participation  in  the  Division  sponsored  "new  approach  to 
supplementary  giving."  Four  projects  were  chosen  by  the  districts  for  emphasis  in 
1973. 

3.  Approved  the  following  resolution  being  sent  to  the  Women's  Division: 

WHEREAS,  the  fiscal  year  of  Women's  Division  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  runs 
from  January  1 through  December  31,  which  makes  it  impossible  to  report  the  year's 
business  fully  until  after  the  end  of  December  of  the  reporting  year,  And 

WHEREAS,  the  local  members  will  never  be  psychologically  attuned  to  ending  the 
month  and  year's  business  by  December  10,  And 

WHEREAS,  most  memberships  and  other  gifts  are  given  in  the  month  of  December  and 
cannot  be  reported  fully  until  after  the  end  of  December  of  the  reporting  year.  And 

WHEREAS,  filing  reports  during  the  Christmas  Holiday  with  a tremendous  lag  in  the 
delivery  of  mail  at  that  time  places  an  undue  burden  upon  the  local.  District,  and 
Conference  Treasurers  in  reporting  to  the  Division,  And 

WHEREAS,  most  Treasurers  have  a definite  obligation  to  their  families,  local  church, 
and  community  during  this  specific  time  of  the  year  so  that  reporting  places  a real  and 
burdensome  obligation  upon  them  which  would  deter  a conscientious  person  from  accepting 
the  position  of  Treasurer, 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  last  reporting  dates  of  a reporting  year 
for  District  and  Conference  Treasurers  be  changed  to  fall  within  the  first  eighteen  days  of 
January  after  the  reporting  year.

e.  Members  will  hold  any  expenses  of  less  than  ten  (10)  dollars  for  reimbursement  until 
they  total  at  least  ten  (10)  dollars  or  a Quarter  for  the  year  ends  before  claiming 
refund. 

6.  That  Standing  Rule  No.  4 (for  local  units)  be  changed  to  "Each  unit  shall  include  in  its 
budget  the  amount  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  member  for  district  administrative  and 
membership  development.  This  amount  shall  be  credited  as  extra  giving  to  Pledge  to 
Mission." 

Mrs.  Spencer  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  as  a whole. 
Motion  carried.  She  closed  her  report  with  a reminder  that  this  is  the  last  year  in  which  we 
may  order  WSCS  or  WSG  memberships.

"The  second  quarter  report  shows  receipts  are  still  somewhat  higher  than  this  same  time  last 
year.  If  this  trend  continues,  as  I feel  sure  it  will,  we  shall  meet  our  budget  goal  for  1973." 

Mrs.  Spencer  also  called  attention  to  new  materials  available  from  Service  Center  for 
membership  development.  She  recommended  that  the  president  appoint  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  to  study  and  formulate  some  policies  needed  in  the  area  of  expense  allowances 
and  refunds  for  executive  committee  members.  She  further  requested  that  within  the 
districts  attention  be  focused  on  letting  the  local  units  know  that  an  Assembly  offering 
from  the  units  would  be  expected  and  would  be  used  for  training  of  women  for  church 
leadership.  This  offering  may  be  sent  through  regular  channels  or  given  to  the  district 
delegate  to  deliver. 

In  keeping  with  Mrs.  Spencer's  recommendation  Mrs.  Compton  appointed  the  following 
persons  to  serve  on  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee:  Mrs.  Spencer,  chairperson,  Mesdames  Vera 
Packer  and  W.  S.  P.  Norris. 

Mrs.  Compton  mentioned  that  she  had  received  a telephone  call  from  Bishop  Crutchfield 
regarding  finances  for  our  Conference  Projects.  He  said  our  Projects  are  in  bad  financial 
condition,  and  asked  that  our  organizations  designate  funds  to  go  especially  to  these 
Projects.  Mrs.  Spencer  said  this  cannot  be  done,  but  that  units  may  send  supplementary 
funds  that  may  be  designated  for  Conference  Projects.  Mrs.  Atkinson  said  Sager  Brown  is 
without  funds  and  that  the  Lafayette  District  had  sent  $250  to  begin  a Chaney  Morse 
Memorial  Fund. 

School  of  Christian  Mission 

Mrs.  Thomas,  dean,  said  the  School  has  been  publicized  several  times  in  the  Louisiana 
Methodist  and  local  papers  throughout  the  state.  Information  was  published  on  May  18 
relative  to  registration,  and  to  this  date  98  persons  had  pre-registered.  A spread  on  the 
teachers  appeared  in  the  June  28  issue  of  The  Louisiana  Methodist.  An  outline  of  the  daily 
activities  will  appear  the  week  before  the  School  in  The  Louisiana  Methodist  and  the  daily 
local  papers.  She  further  stated  that  at  the  School  there  will  be  two  meetings  for  District 
Presidents  and  Guild  Chairpersons  to  lead  (Goal  Setting  and  regular  district  meetings). 
Conference  persons  will  serve  as  resource  persons.  Good  films  have  been  ordered  that  are 
related  to  the  studies  and  the  mission  of  the  church.  The  leadership  personnel  is  superb. 
Free  Universities  will  be  unique.  The  Spiritual  Growth  phase  will  be  rewarding. 

Annual  Report 

Mrs.  Norris,  chairperson,  stated  that  the  members  of  the  committee  were  unanimously  in 
favor  of  a directory  with  proceedings.  Price  quotations  were  brought  in  from  Tom  Gates  and 
James  Carney  printers.  It  was  motioned  by  Mrs.  Spencer  that  we  accept  the  price  quotation 
from  Tom  Gates  since  it  was  much  cheaper.  Mrs.  Prophet  seconded  the  motion.  Motion 
carried.  Mrs.  McCampbell  motioned  that  addresses  of  committee  members  not  shown 
elsewhere  in  directory  be  included.  Mrs.  Bennett  seconded  the  motion.  Motion  carried.  Mrs. 
Norris  moved  the  acceptance  on  entire  report.  Motion  carried.

CONFERENCE  OFFICERS  REPORTS 

Mrs.  Ardessie  C.  Prophet,  Vice  President,  reported  that  she  represented  the  women  of 
our  Conference  at  Louisiana's  First  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  which  was  held  at 
White  Flouse  Inn,  Baton  Rouge,  February  1973.  The  theme  was  "Library  Excellence  — 
Louisiana's  Challenge."  The  program  was  designed  to  give  the  citizens  of  Louisiana 
information  about  one  of  our  most  important  and  valuable  resources,  its  libraries  — public, 
school,  and  State  libraries.  It  is  hoped  that  we  will  learn  about  the  libraries  in  our  parish  and 
state,  find  out  what  they  need,  and  determine  what  we  can  do  to  help  them  serve  us  better. 
And  as  we  make  our  evaluations,  we  will  communicate  with  our  legislators  and  congressmen, 
our  School  Board  members,  academic  officials,  police  jurors,  the  news  media  and  with  the 
citizens  of  our  community.  In  the  final  analysis  it's  going  to  take  our  concern, 
communication,  and  action  to  achieve  Library  Excellence  — Louisiana's  Challenge.  Mrs. 
Prophet  said  she  also  attended  the  Conference  Officers  Training  Meeting  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio 
where  the  emphases  were  on  the  total  program  in  the  new  organization  — United  Methodist 
Women. 

Mrs.  W.  S.  P.  Norris,  Secretary,  reported  that  minutes  from  previous  executive 
committee  meetings  have  been  written  and  circulated.  The  necessary  correspondence  has 
been  taken  care  of.  The  lists  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  newly  elected  Conference 
officers  were  mailed  to  proper  persons.  Mrs.  Norris  was  group  leader  for  secretaries  during 
the  District  Officers  Training  Program.  Two  articles  have  been  sent  to  the  Louisiana 
Methodist  as  part  of  the  Comment  Series  in  which  each  Conference  Officer  promotes  her 
area  of  work.  She  attended  the  Conference  Officers  Training  meeting  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio  to 
discuss  the  most  effective  ways  of  working  together  towards  a smooth  transition  into  the 
United  Methodist  Women. 

Mrs.  Arthur  M.  Johnson,  Chairperson  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  said  that  after 
reading  as  much  material  available  a workbook  was  compiled  to  be  used  in  the  Officers' 
Training  session  in  November,  1972.  Materials  were  purchased,  including  a record  on  drugs 
and  alcohol,  to  be  used  in  the  workshop.  When  materials  began  to  come  from  the  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  and  other  agencies,  copies  were  mimeographed  and  mailed  to  each  district 
chairperson  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  Goals  for  1973  were  formulated  and  circulated  to 
each  district  chairperson.  The  trip  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio  to  attend  the  Officers'  Training 
school  was  very  helpful.  Many  of  the  ideas  gained  will  be  projected  from  time  to  time.  She 
also  reported  that  she  attended  several  meetings  to  help  plan  the  program  for  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission.  Telegrams  and  letters  were  sent  to  Congressmen  and  Representatives  on 
the  issue,  "Coalition  to  Stop  Funding  the  War."  She  has  been  involved  with  several  local 
church  and  community  activities;  namely.  Health  and  Welfare,  Community  Action  Program, 
Housing,  Voters'  League,  etc.  Finally,  she  attended  the  workshop  on  Health  Care  in  Austin, 
Texas,  and  a local  workshop  in  Shreveport  on  prison  reform. 

Mrs.  F.  E.  Kennon,  Chairperson  of  Missionary  Education,  reported  that  a week  after  the 
annual  meeting  last  September,  she  left  on  a three  weeks’  South  Pacific  Seminar  sponsored 
by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  led  by  Dr.  Harry  Haines.  They  visited  churches  and  met  with 
church  leaders  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Fiji,  Tahiti,  and  Samoa.  A two-day  Missions 
Conference  at  the  New  York  Headquarters  the  last  of  November  gave  her  a birds-eye  view  of 
the  entire  operations  of  the  Board,  and  four  days  in  Cincinnati  put  the  finishing  touches  on 
a thorough  orientation  for  the  new  United  Methodist  Women  organization.  In  April  she  and 
several  others  were  invited  to  attend  a meeting  of  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet  where  three  staff 
members  from  New  York  and  the  heads  of  our  institutions  in  Louisiana  had  been  asked  to 
participate  in  an  informal  discussion  regarding  the  work,  plans,  policy  and  other  phases  of 
these  institutions. 
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Mrs.  Martin  Wagnon,  Chairperson  of  Program  Resources,  said  a training  session  for  the 
district  secretaries  had  been  conducted  in  the  fall.  The  secretaries  reported  that  material  and 
resources  were  promoted  at  the  district  meetings.  Ideas  were  shared  for  the  promotion  of 
the  Reading  Program.  Monthly  mailings  from  Service  Center,  with  reminders  or  inserts,  have 
been  sent  to  the  ten  District  Secretaries.  Mrs.  Wagnon  said  she  attended  Conference  and 
District  Executive  Board  meetings,  committee  meetings.  Regional  School  of  Christian 
Mission,  and  the  Leadership  Training  Conference  in  Cincinnati. 

Mrs.  Inez  W.  Chrisentery,  Jurisdiction  Society  Guild  member-at-large,  reported  on  the 
Enrichment  Week-end  and  the  Regional  School,  both  at  Mt.  Sequoyah: 

The  Enrichment  Week-end  was  June  15-17,  and  the  theme  was  "Be  Alive  — Not  Just 
Living."  Fifty-two  persons  from  Louisiana  were  in  attendance.  The  guest  leader  was  Dr. 
Robert  Hayes,  Sr.,  president  of  Wiley  College.  The  unique  features  were  the  song  service,  the 
paraphrasing  of  "Twas  the  Night  Before  Christmas"  (creative  and  appropos  to  the 
situation),  lectures  by  Dr.  Hayes,  and  the  Closing  Celebration:  as  the  entire  group  of  about 
300  persons,  led  by  Yvonne  Ferris  in  the  singing  of  "Go  Now  in  Peace,"  gathered  outside 
the  auditorium  fifty  homing  pigeons  were  released  from  boxes  through  the  door  on  the  right 
of  the  auditorium.  They  soared  into  the  air  and  sped  homeward  to  Dallas,  Texas. 

The  Gulf  Regional  School  was  June  18-22.  The  theme  was  "United  Methodist 
Women  . . . New  Directions."  Mrs.  C.  Jarrett  Gray  was  the  dean.  Sixteen  persons  from 
Louisiana  were  in  attendance.  The  format  consisted  mainly  of  the  Group  Process  and  its 
Dynamics.  The  Laboratory  Technique  was  used  in  class  group  settings  and  plenary  sessions. 

1974  Annual  Meeting.  It  was  motioned  by  Mrs.  Norris  that  the  dates  of  the  1974  Annual 
Meeting  will  be  September  20  and  21 . Mrs.  Kennon  seconded  the  motion.  Motion  carried. 

JOINT  DISTRICT  REPORTS 


Alexandria 

Mrs.  L.  R.  Rone,  president,  and  Miss  Louise  Jones,  Guild  chairperson,  reported  the 
district  is  striving  for  and  looking  forward  to  the  day  of  Celebration  on  October  14,  1973 
for  becoming  a district  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women.  The  Society  and  Guild 
held  a joint  executive  committee  meeting  and  listed  major  concerns  to  encounter  — the 
good  and  bad.  The  Planning  Steering  Committee  was  set  up  by  combining  the  two  executive 
committees  plus  three  additional  members.  It  was  decided  that  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  be  three  WSCS  members  and  two  WSG  members.  The  transition  date  was  set 
and  it  was  decided  workshops  would  be  needed.  The  Nominating  Committee  has  been  really 
working  and  from  their  report  all  offices  have  been  filled  for  the  new  year.  Some  of  the 
local  Societies  and  one  Guild  have  already  had  Celebration.  Others  are  planning  and  working 
toward  the  goal  of  September,  1973. 

Baton  Rouge 

Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock,  president,  and  Mrs.  Carlyle  Chapman,  Guild  chairperson,  reported 
that  formation  of  United  Methodist  Women  on  both  local  and  district  levels  is  progressing 
very  well.  Of  the  thirty-seven  churches  with  Society  and/or  Guild  units,,  ten  have  already 
organized  their  local  United  Methodist  Women  units.  On  district  level  the  executive 
committees  of  Society  and  Guild  have  been  meeting  and  working  very  closely  together  since 
last  fall.  We  have  held  three  joint  executive  committee  meetings  and  had  several  study 
sessions  of  the  "Readiness  Steps  for  District,"  of  the  "UMW  Handbook/Workbook"  and 
"Constitution  and  Bylaws."  Joint  committees  are  functioning  and  special  plans  are 
underway  for  the  Celebration  and  organization  of  Baton  Rouge  District  United  Methodist 
Women  at  our  Annual  Meeting  on  October  20th. 

Hammond 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Packer,  Guild  chairperson,  reported  that  the  executive  committees  have  been 
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meeting  jointly  to  plan  for  the  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women.  A district  wide 
retreat  was  held  on  the  first  Saturday  In  May  at  Camp  Chemekete  and  was  very  well 
attended.  This  was  the  first  venture  of  this  type  and  proved  to  be  successful.  The  morning 
was  devoted  to  UMW  as  information  was  given  by  various  leaders  in  the  district.  The 
afternoon  session  saw  the  women  divided  into  buzz  groups.  The  challenge  was  presented  to 
each  of  them  as  follows:  "What  would  you  like  to  see  United  Methodist  Women  do  for  your 
church?"  The  Sunday  of  October  14  will  find  the  women  combining  in  the  Service  of 
Celebration  in  the  Hammond  District. 

Lafayette 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Atkinson,  president,  reported  that  Societies  and  Guilds  are  working  together 
very  well  to  come  up  with  a good  working  version  of  United  Methodist  Women.  There  are 
thirty-nine  Societies  and  eight  Guilds  in  the  district.  The  district  secretary  has  received  lists 
of  new  officers  from  twelve  new  units  of  United  Methodist  Women.  The  district  has  four 
sub-districts  due  to  the  size  of  the  district.  All  four  sub-district  meetings  this  spring  were 
devoted  to  officer  training  and  workshop-question-and-answer  meetings.  Churches  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  district  were  badly  affected  by  the  high  water.  The  church  at  Patterson 
had  eight  inches  of  water  in  it.  Many  members  have  been  suffering  heavy  financial  losses  in 
business  and  this  may  be  reflected  in  some  unpaid  pledges,  but  perhaps  not.  Our  bylaws 
committee  has  completed  the  rewriting  of  the  district  bylaws  to  coincide  with  the 
conference  bylaws. 

Lake  Charles 

Mrs.  Leo  Hoffpauir,  president,  and  Mrs.  Velma  Thomas,  Guild  Chairperson,  reported  that 
four  Societies  and  one  Guild  unit  have  become  United  Methodist  Women.  The  district 
Celebration  is  October  13,  1973.  The  district  vice  president  has  written  the  Service  of 
Celebration.  It  is  hoped  that  all  local  groups  will  have  become  United  Methodist  Women  by 
the  end  of  August  or  first  part  of  September. 

Monroe 

Mrs.  Lucille  Goodwin,  president,  reported  that  she  has  met  with  a number  of  local 
societies  in  the  district  and  helped  form  steering  committees.  She  has  served  on  panels  on 
the  district  and  local  levels  in  regard  to  the  new  organization.  The  district  has  also  had  round 
table  discussion  with  a question  and  answer  period  about  United  Methodist  Women.  The 
district  meeting  for  October  20  has  been  planned  with  the  conference  president  as  speaker. 
The  nominating  committee  has  been  able  to  get  officers  and  everything  seems  to  be  moving 
forward. 

Natchitoches 

Mrs.  W.  H.  Bengtson,  president  of  United  Methodist  Women,  reported  that  the  joint 
executive  committee  meetings  of  the  WSCS  and  the  WSG  were  held  in  February  and  April  at 
Natchitoches  First  United  Methodist  Church  to  review  the  Constitution  and  to  study 
guidelines  for  local  and  district  work.  On  April  29,  1973,  the  Celebration  program  was  held 
at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Natchitoches.  The  theme:  "Sing  Unto  the  Lord  A New 
Song." 

New  Orleans 

Mrs.  Truman  Ward,  president,  and  Mrs.  Owinda  Taplette,  Guild  chairperson,  reported 
that  approximately  one  fourth  of  the  local  societies  have  celebrated  and  become  United 
Methodist  Women.  Most  are  planning  for  the  September  deadline.  Some  of  the  societies  and 
guilds  are  experiencing  great  difficulties  in  establishing  a satisfactory  time  for  meeting 
together.  Some  fear  losing  valuable  members  and  not  attracting  new  ones.  In  response  to  the 
new  organization  the  younger  women  see  great  possibilities  in  the  creative  freedom.  The 
district  WSCS  and  WSG  have  worked  together  since  January  1972  with  combined  officer 
training  days  and  finance  workshops.  The  joint  executive  committees  have  worked  together 
since  November  1972.  A large  number  of  Guilders  have  been  selected  as  officers  of  United 
Methodist  Women.  One  Guilder  to  date  has  been  elected  as  president  of  United  Methodist 
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Women.  By  working  together  communication  has  been  established  and  we  feel  progress  is 
being  made. 

Shreveport 

Mrs.  Jack  E.  Carlisle,  president,  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Batt,  Guild  chairperson,  reported  that 
the  first  executive  committee  meeting  to  plan  for  the  new  organization  took  place  on 
January  8,  1973.  Plans  were  made  for  an  EXPLANATION  DAY  — one  to  be  held  at  St. 
James  Church  on  January  24th  and  one  to  be  held  the  following  evening  at  Caddo  Heights 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  joint  executive  committee  meeting  was  held  at  Broadmoor 
Church  on  the  evening  of  March  6,  1973.

She  also  said  thirty-five  persons  to 
date  had  registered  for  the  Assembly. 

Comment  Series

was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  this  means  of  communication  of  conference  officers  was 
beneficial  to  the  district  and  local  societies  and  should  be  continued.  It  was  suggested  that 
other  persons  within  group  be  drawn  in  to  write  "Comments"  also.

The  minutes,  which  had  been  mailed  to  members,  were  accepted  after  they  had  been 
edited  and  additions  made. 

The  executive  committee  accepted  the  decision  of  the  Administrative  Committee  to 
supplement  Mrs.  R.  E.  Durham  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  the  Assembly  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  October  4-7,  1973,  since  she  was  runner-up  in 
the  contest.  The  executive  committee  also  accepted  the  decision  of  the  Administrative 
Committee  to  send  Mrs.  Robert  Compton,  conference  president,  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries  which  is  to  be  held  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  October  19-28, 
1973. 

Annual  Reports.  An  annual  report  is  in  the  packets  for  each  conference  officer.  It  was 
moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  reports  be  accepted.  The  reports  will  be  carried  in  the 
Directory. 

Committee  on  Finance.  Mrs.  James  T.  Spencer,  treasurer,  gave  the  following  report: 


Balance  on  hand,  January  1,  1973 $ 24,439.03 

Paid  in  first  half  year 93,839.12 

Total  accountable 118,278.15 

Expended  first  half  year 92,893.28 

Balance  on  hand  July  5,  1973 25,384.87 


After  the  report  of  the  treasurer  had  been  accepted,  Mrs.  Spencer  presented  the  following 

recommendations  from  the  Committee  on  Finance: 

1.  That  from  surplus  Administrative  Fund  built  up  over  several  years,  the  amount  of 
$2,000.00  be  given  to  each  of  the  United  Methodist  Projects  in  Louisiana:  Dulac 
Community  Center,  MacDonell  Children's  Services,  Peoples  Methodist  Community 
Center,  Sager  Brown  School,  and  St.  Mark  Community  Center. 

2.  Any  expense  incurred  through  an  event  with  a chairperson  or  dean  in  charge  shall  be 
approved  by  said  chairperson  or  dean  before  being  presented  to  the  president  and 
secretary  for  approval  for  payment. 

3.  Members  needing  quantities  of  copies  of  any  papers  should  search  out  the  least  expensive 
source  for  cost  of  having  such  reproduction  done. 

4.  Guidelines  for  executive  committee  meetings  expenses  be: 

a.  An  amount  up  to  $8.00  per  night  for  lodging  in  hotel/motel  based  on  2 persons  per 
room  as  a minimum. 

b.  An  amount  up  to  $7.00  per  day  for  meals  — this  is  to  cover  a full  24  hour  day.  Meals 
for  meetings  that  last  for  less  than  a day  would  be  covered  at  a cost  based  on  the 
following  schedule:  $2.00  — breakfast;  $2.50  — lunch;  $2.50  — dinner. 

c.  Reimbursements  to  be  made  for  meals  and  lodging  only  when  receipts  accompany 
vouchers.  No  reimbursements  for  more  than  actual  amount  paid  in  expense. 

5.  The  following  three  statements  be  added  to  the  Standing  Rules: 

a.  Members  from  the  same  district  or  area  shall  form  a car  pool  for  attendance  to 
required  meetings.  Any  person  desiring  not  to  join  the  car  pool  shall  be  paid  only 
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mileage  from  her  residence  to  the  point  of  the  nearest  car  pool. 

b.  Bus  travel  will  be  reimbursed  only  in  the  event  there  is  no  car  pool  available  or  no 
one  in  the  district  or  area  is  able  to  furnish  transportation  other  than  by  bus  or  any 
other  less  expensive  means. 

c.  United  Methodist  Women  will  pay  only  the  least  expensive  means  of  transportation 
for  persons  traveling  within  or  outside  the  Conference. 

6.  That  copies  of  the  Guidelines  for  executive  committee  meetings  expenses  be  made  and 

distributed  to  each  member  concerned  with  such  Guidelines. 

The  executive  committee  approved  Recommendations  1 , 2,  4 and  6.  Number  3 was 
provisionally  accepted.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  moved,  and  Mrs.  W.  F.  Atkinson  seconded,  that 
No.  3 be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  editing.  The  motion 
carried.  It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Atkinson  that  Recommendation  Number  5 be  tabled  until 
November  3,  1973  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  in  order  to  provide  time  for  further 
study.  The  motion  carried. 

It  was  noted  that  registration  fee  for  meetings  would  continue  to  be  assumed  by 
individual  members  and  not  subject  to  conference  subsidy. 

The  chair  ruled  that  expenses  of  the  Annual  Meeting  should  be  handled  by  each  member 
submitting  voucher  and  receiving  reimbursement. 

The  executive  committee  corrected  the  "Mailing  List  for  1973  Directory,"  as  shown  on 
page  28,  to  determine  the  "Mailing  List  for  1974  Directory."  Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.  moved 
that  Project  Directors  continue  to  be  included  in  the  Directory.  The  motion  carried, 
followed  by  suggestion  from  Mrs.  Dameron  that  a cover  letter  accompany  copy  stating  that 
it  is  not  to  be  used  to  solicit  funds. 

Mrs.  Walter  H.  Brock  moved  that  the  Conference  By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  be 
included  in  "The  1974  Directory  with  1973  Proceedings."  The  motion  was  carried. 

In  the  report  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  an 
addition  be  made  to  Article  VII  — "Funds"  — Section  6 to  read  "The  conference 
organization  shall  set  aside  an  amount  up  to  15%  of  the  Pledge  to  Mission  for 
Administration  and  Membership  Development."  The  motion  carried. 

It  was  decided  that  the  last  two  copies  of  the  Annual  Reports  (Third  Annual  Report  and 
1973  Directory  with  1972  Proceedings)  would  be  bound  and  placed  in  the  library  of 
Centenary  College. 

Mrs.  Bennett  announced  that  Mrs.  David  Cathcart  would  be  the  main  speaker  for  the 
Annual  Meeting,  replacing  Miss  Theressa  Hoover  who  is  ill.  Mrs.  Leo  Hoffpauir,  chairperson 
Annual  Meeting  program,  commented  on  the  program,  stating  475-500  were  expected  for 
dinner,  and  she  called  the  names  of  those  to  be  seated  at  the  head  table  as  guests  and  retiring 
officers. 

Mrs.  Compton  announced  that  Mrs.  Brenda  Lee  C;anty  of  Baton  Rouge  was  chosen  as  the 
Louisiana  Conference  winner  of  the  free  trip  given  by  the  Jurisdiction  to  the  1973

The  Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  convened  at  1:30  p.m.  September  21,  1973  in  the 
Asbury  United  Methodist  Church,  Lafayette,  Louisiana,  with  the  president  of  the  Society, 
Mrs.  Robert  Compton,  and  Guild  chairman,  Mrs.  Louis  Bennett,  presiding. 

Theme:  "Called  For  This  Hour" 

Scripture:  "With  this  in  mind  we  pray  for  you  aiways,  that  our  God  may  count 

you  worthy  of  His  calling,  and  mightly  bring  to  fulfillment  every  good 
purpose  and  every  act  inspired  by  faith. "

The  Conference  reassembled  in  the  sanctuary  of  Asbury  United  Methodist  Church  at 
7:30  p.m.  Following  the  organ  prelude  the  Reverend  Jerry  A.  Means,  minister.  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Lafayette,  gave  the  prayer.  The  Crusaders  Choir  of  Asbury  gave  a 
mini-concert;  one  song  included  hand  bells. 

The  offering  was  taken  as  a gift  to  missions  in  honor  of  the  Conference  retiring  officers, 
Mrs.  David  Cathcart  and  Bishop  Finis  A.  Crutchfield.  The  amount  received  was  $513.55. 

Mrs.  Bennett  introduced  Bishop  Crutchfield  who  spoke  to  the  delegates  and  visitors  on 
"Our  Opportunities  in  Louisiana."  He  made  us  aware  of  our  33  institutions  in  the  state. 

The  benediction  was  given  by  the  Reverend  Edgar  D.  Smith,  minister  of  Mallalieu  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Lafayette. 

Saturday,  September  22,  1973

Mrs.  Inez  W.  Chrisentery  presided  over  the  second  half  of  the  business  session.  A hymn, 
"The  Voice  of  God  is  Calling,"  was  sung  by  the  audience.  Mrs.  Leo  Hoffpauir  then  thanked 
the  districts  for  bringing  such  lovely  banners  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Mrs.  Glenelle  Brown,  president.  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Natchitoches,  issued  an 
invitation  for  the  September  20-21,  1974  Annual  Meeting  of  United  Methodist  Women  to 
be  held  in  their  church.  The  invitation  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  Earl  Warner,  chairman  of  registration,  reported  that  a total  of  671  persons  had 
registered  for  the  Annual  Meeting.  These  included  155  delegates,  348  visitors,  1 Women's 
Division  member,  37  conference  officers,  7 project  directors,  4 special  guests,  and  118 
non-registered  visitors. 

The  Pledge  Service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  James  T.  Spencer,  Conference  Treasurer.  The 
Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  accepted  $148,000.00  as  the  Pledge  to 
Mission  for  1974.  Each  district  and  local  treasurer  accepted  their  share  of  the  pledge. 

Mrs.  David  Cathcart  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Chrisentery  to  bring  the  Challenge. 

Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan  commissioned  the  elected  leaders  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  a 
brief  but  impressive  ceremony. 

A painting  by  H.  F.  Mennard,  art  teacher  in  Tara  Senior  High  School,  Baton  Rouge,  and 
symbolic  of  the  merger  into  United  Methodist  Women,  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Crutchfield 
for  Bishop  Crutchfield's  office  by  Mrs.  Chapman,  Mrs.  Brock  and  Mrs.  Chrisentery. 

"In  Newness  of  Life"  was  the  theme  for  the  Service  of  Celebration,  led  by  Mrs.  George 
M.  Chastain  and  Mrs.  Velma  Thomas.  The  Service  of  Celebration  was  done  by  members  of 
Asbury  with  musical  accompaniment  and  dance.  During  this  period  the  words  of  Bishop 
Crutchfield  were  uppermost  In  our  hearts:  "Now  we  come  to  the  end  of  something  that  has 
been  very  useful  and  very  wonderful  — the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  And  now  we  have  before  us  a resurrection  . . . into  new  life  . . . into 
something  finer  and  better.  Nothing  is  really  dying." 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  the  close  of  the  Service  of  Celebration.

We  are  building  a "living  bridge  in  mission"  from  two  women's  groups  to  one  inclusive 
organization,  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN,  during  this  year,  each  group  at  different 
stages  in  this  process.  Plans  are  to  have  all  local  units  organized  by  September  30,  the 
districts  to  have  their  organizational  meetings  in  October  and  the  Celebration  of  the 
Conference  Unit  on  September  22,  1973. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  and  responsibility  to  serve  as  your  president  and  I am  grateful 
for  this  honor  to  grow  in  love,  understanding  and  knowledge  of  the  women  in  our 
conference  as  we  serve  in  mission.

I hope  each  of  you  has  seen  and  given  some  thought  to  the  Financial  Statement  for 
1972.  It  was  published  in  our  1973  Directory  (Annual  Report)  so  that  every  local  Society 
and  Guild  member  would  have  opportunity  to  know  its  content. 

With  half  of  1973  accomplished  our  financial  report  is  encouraging.  Already  we  have 
given  almost  the  same  amount  for  the  total  year  in  '72  for  Call  To  Prayer  and  over  half  as 
much  as  to  National  Missions.  Our  World  Mission  giving,  however,  is  way  behind  last  year  at 
this  time.  We  are  some  $950  ahead  of  '72  in  payment  on  our  Conference  Pledge  to  Mission 
with  the  total  of  $67,187.00  paid  at  the  halfway  time.  This  is  very  good  but  since  we  have, 
in  the  half  year,  spent  nearly  % of  our  budget  for  Administration  and  Membership 
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Development  (formerly  called  Cultivation)  one  can  readily  see  that  we  are  not  enough  ahead 
so  that  we  can  "rest  on  our  laurels." 

All  pledges  and  extra  gifts  will  have  to  be  paid  at  the  same  amounts  as  last  year  for  the 
rest  of  '73  for  us  to  generously  break  even.  But  — i am  optimistic  — I'm  sure  we  are  going  to 
give  more  in  pledges  and  extra  gifts  the  last  half  of  '73  to  make  us  go  proudly  over  the  top  in 
payment  of  our  conference  pledge. 

So,  follow  through;  we  may  be  changing  in  name,  in  offices,  in  structure,  in  lots  of  ways, 
but  we  pay  our  support  of  our  organization  the  same  as  always.  We  are  not  through  with  the 
year  financially  until  December  is  gone.  Your  budget  and  pledges  were  made  for  the  entire 
year  — pay  them  that  way.  l\IO,  OVERPAY  THEM! !

BY-LAWS  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 
IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

For  By-laws  related  to  Local  Units  of  United  Methodist  Women,  see  Article  I through 

Article  VIII,  pages  3-18,  in  Constitution  and  By-laws  for  Local  Unit,  District  and 

Conference  Organizations  . . . United  Methodist  Women  . . . November  1972. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  UNITS 

1.  No  new  unit  may  be  officially  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  new  unit  to  the  district  treasurer. 

2a.  Support  for  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  church-at-large  should 
be  as  individual  members  of  the  church  rather  than  through  the  treasuries  of  United 
Methodist  Women. 

b.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Women's  Division  to  release  lists  of  officers  to  any 
organization  or  commercial  firm. 

3.  All  appeals  for  funds  not  included  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  Unit  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance  (or  the  Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no  Committee 
on  Finance)  for  recommended  action  before  presentation  to  the  local  unit. 

4.  Each  local  unit  shall  include  in  its  budget  a minimum  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per 
member  for  district  administration  and  membership  development. 

5.  Local  units  may  contribute  an  amount  equal  to  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  member  to 
the  budget  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  provided  the  total  conference 
giving  for  this  cause  does  not  exceed  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars,  these  funds  to  be 
sent  at  regular  reporting  times  to  the  district  treasurers. 

6a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization 
on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

b.  Membership  of  each  unit  will  be  determined  according  to  the  current  Annual  Report, 
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unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  conference  president  sixty  (60)  days  in  advance  of 
the  annual  meeting. 

7.  Elections  shall  be  held  in  September,  and  those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  on 
January  1 , of  the  following  year. 

8.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on 
the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  each  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

9.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit,  or  the  inability  of  the 
treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  unit  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  (or  the  Executive 
Committee,  if  there  is  no  Administrative  Committee)  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on 
behalf  of  the  unit. 


BY-LAWS  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 
IN  THE  DISTRICT 

For  By-laws  related  to  the  district  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women,  see 
Article  I through  Article  VIII,  pages  21-36,  of  Constitution  and  By-laws  for  Local  Unit, 
District  and  Conference  Organizations  . . . United  Methodist  Women  . . . November  1972. 

Because  Article  IV,  Section  4,  page  32,  contains  an  entirely  new  provision 
(bold  face),  that  Section  is  printed  here: 

There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  composed  of  5-11 
persons,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  the  district  organization  on  the  basis 
of  membership  distribution  and  size,  and  shall  insofar  as  possible  be 
representative  of  the  membershipof  the  district  in  matters  of  employment,  age, 
and  racial  and  ethnic  backgrounds.  No  member  of  this  committee  shall  hold  an 
office  in  the  organization  beyond  the  local  unit.  The  chairperson  and  the 
members  of  the  committee  shall  be  elected  in  the  annual  meeting. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  ORGANIZATION 
OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 

1.  Thirty  (30)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization,  the  secretary 
of  the  district  shall  send  to  each  local  unit  president  delegate-registration  cards  for  the 
meeting  and  instructions  for  their  use. 

2.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on  the 
basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  shall  be  the 
delegates  from  the  local  units  and  the  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
district  organization. 

4.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  sub-districts  according  to  the  following  guidelines: 

a.  (1)  A chairperson  for  each  sub-district  shall  be  named  or  elected  at  a time  that 
will  enable  her  to  be  installed  with  the  elected  leadership  of  the  district 
organization.  She  shall  be  a member  of  the  district  executive  committee. 
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(2)  The  method  of  selecting  the  sub-district  chairperson  shall  be  determined  by 
the  district  executive  committee. 

b.  The  number  of  sub-district  meetings  to  be  held  during  the  year  and  the  program 
emphases  for  such  meetings  shall  be  recommended  by  the  executive  committee  of 
the  district  organization. 

c.  An  offering  may  be  taken  at  each  sub-district  meeting.  The  chairperson  may 
deduct  expenses  for  the  meeting  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  district 
treasurer. 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  district  organization,  or  the  inability  of 
the  treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  district 
organization  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  to 
draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  district  organization. 


BY-LAWS  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 
IN  THE  CONFERENCE 

Reference  Code;  Where  the  abbreviation  "U.M.W.,  Nov.  1972"  is  used  in  these  By-laws  the 
reference  is  to  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  for  Local  Unit,  District  and  Conference 
Organizations,  United  Methodist  Women,  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  November  1972. 


ARTICLE  I 

1.  Name:  In  the  Louisiana  Conference  there  shall  be  a conference  organization  named 
United  Methodist  Women  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  organization  of  United  Methodist 
Women  and  to  the  Women's  Division  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 

2.  Function:  The  function  of  the  conference  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women 
shall  be  to  work  with  the  district  organizations  and  the  local  units  of  United  Methodist 
Women  in  developing  a program  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of  women,  and  the 
concerns  and  responsibilities  of  the  global  church;  to  encourage  and  support  spiritual 
growth,  missionary  outreach,  and  Christian  social  action;  and  to  promote  the  plans  and 
responsibilities  of  the  Women's  Division. 

ARTICLE  II 

ELECTED  LEADERS 

Section  1:  The  conference  organization  shall  elect  a president,  a vice-president,  a secretary,  a 
treasurer,  a committee  on  nominations;  mission  coordinators  for  Christian  personhood, 
supportive  community,  Christian  social  involvement,  Christian  global  concerns;  a secretary 
of  program  resources,  and  a chairperson  of  a committee  on  membership. 

Section  2:  The  duties  of  the  elected  leaders  shall  be  those  designated  in  Article  1 1,  Sections  1 
through  8,  of  U.M.W.,  Nov.  1972,  pp.  40-47. 

Section  3:  Other  leaders  for  the  further  expansion  of  specific  areas  or  needed  services  for 
implementation  of  the  PURPOSE  may  be  elected. 

Section  4:  TERM  OF  OFFICE 

A term  of  office  for  elected  leaders  shall  be  two  (2)  years,  with  the  privilege  of  reelection 
for  a second  term.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  (4)  consecutive 
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years. 

Tenure  on  the  Executive  Committee  for  elected  leadership  of  the  conference 
organization  shall  be  limited  to  a total  of  eight  (8)  years  unless  a woman  is  elected  to  serve 
as  conference  president  after  having  served  the  eight  (8)  year  tenure. 

A one  year  term  as  chairperson  of  the  committee  on  nominations  may  be  in  addition  to 
tenure  limitation. 

Section  5:  ELECTIONS 

Elections  shall  take  place  in  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization.  There 
shall  be  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor.  Election  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by 
ballot.  A majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election. 

ARTICLE  Itl 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1:  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  (mission  team)  of  the  conference 
organization  composed  of  the  president,  who  shall  serve  as  chairperson,  the  vice-president, 
the  secretary,  the  treasurer,  the  chairperson  of  the  committee  on  nominations,  the  four 
mission  coordinators,  the  secretary  of  program  resources,  the  chairpersons  of  the  committee 
on  membership  and  other  committees,  the  historian,  the  bishop  of  the  area,  and  the 
president  of  each  district  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  also  include  members  of  the  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group  and  of  the 
Women's  Division  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  residing  within  the  conference;  the 
retiring  president  and  chairperson  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  who  may  serve  for  one  year 
at  their  discretion.  The  district  treasurers  and  the  wife  of  the  resident  bishop,  who  shall  be 
an  Honorary  Vice-President,  shall  be  members  without  vote.  The  committee  may  add  other 
members  specifically  related  to  the  work  as  the  committee  may  determine. 

The  committee  shall  meet  as  needed  and  shall  seek  opportunities  for  continuing  group 
training  experiences.  A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  positions  of  elected  leadership  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive  Committee  upon  nomination  of  the  committee  on  nominations. 

Section  2;  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  those  designated  in  Article  III, 
Sections  2 and  3,  of  U.M.W.,  Nov.  1972,  pp.  48  and  49. 

Section  3:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an 
ADMINISTRATIVE  COMMITTEE  composed  of  five  (5)  persons,  who  shall  be  the 
president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  other  officer  to  be  appointed  by  the 
president.  The  Administrative  Committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  president  to  transact 
only  emergency  business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  It 
shall  not  change  declared  policy,  the  budget,  or  incur  indebtedness. 

ARTICLE  IV 

COMMITTEES 

Section  1:  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM. 

A.  Membership;  The  committee  shall  include  the  vice-president  as  chairperson,  the 
president,  the  treasurer,  the  secretary,  the  four  mission  coordinators,  the  secretary  of 
program  resources  and  others  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  determine. 

B.  Functions:  The  functions  of  the  committee  shall  include: 
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Planning  and  recommending  to  the  organization  such  programs  as  will  contribute  to  the 
fulfillment  of  the  PURPOSE,  including  th'e  program  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Implementing  the  plans  and  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  the  program. 

Section  2:  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

A.  Membership;  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  as  chairperson,  the 
president,  the  vice-president,  the  secretary,  the  mission  coordinators  of  Christian  Social 
Involvement  and  Christian  Global  Concerns,  the  treasurers  of  the  district  organizations, 
and  others  as  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

B.  Functions:  The  functions  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  study  the  pledges  made  by  the 
districts;  become  informed  as  to  conference  income  and  district  and  local  financial 
possibilities  and  problems;  recommend  the  amount  to  be  pledged  for  missions  by  the 
conference;  receive  from  each  district  a budget  request  for  administration  and  member- 
ship development  funds;  and  prepare  and  recommend  the  total  budget  for  development. 

It  shall  recommend  to  the  conference  organization  constructive  plans  and  procedures 
for  securing  funds  for  conference  and  district  budget  requests. 

In  cooperation  with  the  committee  on  program,  it  shall  develop  and  recommend  to 
the  organization  plans  for  financial  interpretation  and  promotion  of  the  program  and 
responsibilities  of  the  Women's  Division. 

Requests  made  to  the  conference  organization  for  funds  shall  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  finance  for  study  in  relation  to  the  total  responsibilities  of  the  conference 
organization  and  for  recommendation. 

Section  3:  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 

A.  Membership:  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership,  the  chairperson  of  the  district  Committees  on  Membership,  and  the  Mission 
Coordinator  for  Supportive  Community  of  the  conference  organization. 

B.  Functions;  Thefunctionsof  the  committee  shall  include  assisting  the  district  chairpersons 
and  members  of  the.committees  in  developing  plans  for  enlisting  new  members,  member- 
ship cultivation,  and  in  interpreting  the  PURPOSE,  role  and  responsibilities  of  the 
organization  of  United  Methodist  Women,  and  helping  to  organize  new  units. 

The  committee  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee  informed  about  needs  and 
concerns  of  the  women  in  the  conference  which  are  not  being  met;  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  plans  for  meeting  these  needs. 

Section  4;  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS. 

The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  (9)  persons,  including  the  chairperson,  who 
shall  be  elected  on  the  basis  of  the  size  and  membership  distribution  of  the  conference 
organization,  and  shall,  insofar  as  possible,  be  representative  of  the  membership  of  the 
conference  in  matters  of  employment,  age,  racial  and  ethnic  backgrounds.  No  member  of 
the  committee  shall  hold  any  other  office  in  the  organization  beyond  the  local  unit.  The 
chairperson  and  the  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  elected  in  the  Annual  meeting  of 
the  conference  organization.  (See  Article  V for  functions  of  the  committee.) 

Section  5:  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION. 

A.  Membership:  The  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  the  president,  the  vice-president, 
the  treasurer,  the  mission  coordinators  of  Christian  Social  Involvement,  Christian  Global 
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Concerns  and  Christian  Personhood,  the  Secretary  of  Program  Resources  and  others  as 
may  be  named  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  dean,  elected  annually  by  the  committee,  shall  serve  as  chairperson  of  the 
committee.  The  office  of  dean  shall  be  rotated  among  the  members  of  the  committee 
with  no  person  serving  more  than  two  (2)  years  in  succession. 

B.  Functions:  The  functions  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  promote  a conference 
School  of  Christian  Mission  which  shall  serve  as  one  means  of  fulfilling  the  PURPOSE. 
The  school  shall  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  church,  an  integrated  program 
of  missionary  outreach,  Christian  social  action,  spiritual  growth,  program  planning,  and 
promotion  of  the  total  program  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

Section  6:  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

A.  Membership:  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  (7)  persons,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  president,  who  shall  name  the  chairperson,  and  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

B.  Functions:  The  committee  shall  review  the  by-laws  regularly  and  recommend 
amendments  in  keeping  with  new  legislation  adopted  by  the  Women's  Division.  It  shall 
draft  statements  of  by-law  changes  referred  to  it  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
committee  shall  prepare  copies  of  proposed  amer\dments  to  the  by-laws  for  distribution 
to  the  delegates  to  an  annual  meeting  and  provide  the  copy  for  printing  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  conference  organization. 

Section  7:  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

A.  Membership:  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  secretary,  who  shall  serve  as 
chairperson,  the  president,  and  the  treasurer.  Other  persons  needed  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  committee  may  be  appointed  by  the  president  in  consultation  with  the  secretary. 

B.  Functions:  The  committee  shall  edit  and  publish  the  Annual  Report  or  Directory  of  the 
conference  organization,  as  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  8:  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON  PLACE  OF  MEETING. 

A.  Membership:  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  persons,  whose  chairperson 
shall  be  a conference  officer.  The  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president,  who 
shall  designate  the  chairperson. 

B.  Functions:  The  committee  shall  select  suitable  places  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
conference  organization  and  report  their  availability  one  year  in  advance  of  the  meeting. 
Whenever  possible,  the  committee  shall  alternate  the  meetings  among  the  geographical 
areas  of  the  conference. 

Section  9:  OTHER  COMMITTEES  for  the  expansion  of  specific  program  areas  or  needed 

services  for  implementing  the  PURPOSE  of  the  organization  may  be  named  by  the 

Executive  Committee. 


ARTICLE  V 

NOMINATIONS  AND  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS.  There  shall  be  a COMMITTEE  ON 
NOMINATIONS  whose  basic  functions  include: 
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Working  with  the  district  chairpersons  of  committees  on  nominations; 

Finding  qualified  women  for  leadership  roles  in  the  conference  organization; 

Insuring  that  the  leadership  of  the  conference  organization  is  representative  of  the 
membership  in  matters  of  age,  race,  ethnic  and  cultural  backgrounds,  employment 
and  non-employment; 

Reporting  to  conference  at  the  annual  meeting  nominations  for  elected  leaders  and 
members  of  committee  on  nominations; 

Making  nominations  to  fill  vacancies  which  occur  ad  interim. 

Section  2:  ELECTIONS 

A.  1.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  (9)  persons  and  shall  be  elected  by  the 

conference  organization.  It  shall  have  a rotating  membership  divided  into  three  (3) 
classes.  Each  member  shall  be  elected  to  a three-year  term. 

1)  The  chairperson  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  conference  organization  fora 
term  of  one  year  only.  During  this  time  she  shall  serve  on  the  Executive 
Committee. 

2)  Members  of  the  new  class  shall  be  elected  to  replace  the  class  which  is  rotating 
off. 

3)  Members  shall  be  elected  to  fill  vacancies  (if  any)  in  the  other  two  classes. 

2.  To  establish  the  three  classes,  the  following  procedure  shall  be  used  for  the 
September  1973  election: 

1 ) Three  members  shall  be  elected  for  three  (3)  years. 

2)  Three  members  shall  be  elected  for  two  (2)  years. 

3)  Three  members  shall  be  elected  for  one  (1)  year. 

B.  At  the  time  of  the  elections  the  committee  on  nominations  shall  present,  for  the  ensuing 
term,  nominations  of  all  elected  leaders  and  the  chairperson  and  members  of  the 
committee  on  nominations. 

Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference,  or  who  are  members  of 
churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference,  shall  be  elected. 

C.  1.  Elections  shall  take  place  annually  in  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference 

organization.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a two  (2)  year  term.  There  shall  be 
opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  by  a duly  registered  delegate  provided 
the  person  being  nominated  is  eligible  for  the  office  and  has  given  consent  for  her 
name  to  be  placed  in  nomination. 

2.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  except  that,  when  there  is  only  one  nominee  for  an 
office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice.  A majority  vote  shall  constitute  election. 

3.  One  year  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall  constitute  a full  term. 

4.  In  order  to  establish  elections  of  elected  leaders  in  groups,  the  following  shall  be 
elected  for  one  (1)  year,  effective  for  the  September  1973,  election  only:  a 
vice-president,  a treasurer,  and  the  mission  coordinators  for  Christian  personhood, 
Christian  social  involvement,  and  supportive  community. 

D.  Those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  immediately. 
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E.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  elected  leadership  of  the  conference  organization  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  nomination  of  the  committee  on 
nominations. 

Section  3:  No  elected  leader  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  (4)  consecutive 
years.  Tenure  on  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  elected  leadership  of  the  conference 
organization  shall  be  limited  to  a total  of  eight  (8)  years  unless  a woman  is  elected  to  serve 
as  conference  president  after  having  served  the  eight-year  tenure. 

A one-year  term  as  chairperson  of  the  committee  on  nominations  may  be  in  addition  to 
tenure  limitation. 

Section  4:  At  an  annual  or  Executive  Committee  meeting  of  the  conference  organization,  at 
least  six  months  preceding  the  Assembly,  representation  to  the  Assembly,  as  determined  by 
the  Women's  Division,  shall  be  elected. 

Section  5:  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization  prior  to  the  quadrennial 
meeting  of  the  Jurisdiction  organization,  six  (6)  delegates,  all  of  whom  shall  be  conference 
officers,  shall  be  elected  by  the  conference  organization  for  membership  in  the  jurisdiction 
organization  for  a two-year  term.  Two  reserve  delegates  shall  also  be  elected. 

A.  One  of  the  six  delegates  shall  be  the  conference  president.  The  other  five  delegates  and 
the  two  reserve  delegates  shall  be  elected  by  name. 

B.  If  a vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  president,  the  successor  in  office  shall  fill  the 
vacancy. 

C.  When  vacancies  occur  among  delegates  elected  by  name,  the  reserve  delegates,  in  the 
order  elected,  shall  fill  the  vacancies. 

Section  6:  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization  prior  to  the  quadrennial 
meeting  of  the  jurisdiction  organization,  the  conference  organization  shall  nominate  three 
(3)  women  for  membership  on  the  Women's  Division  and  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 
These  names  shall  be  sent  to  the  jurisdiction  organization. 

The  conference  organization  shall  also  nominate  one  woman  to  serve  as  an  alternate.  The 
name  of  this  alternate  shall  be  retained  by  the  conference  secretary.  In  the  event  that  one  of 
the  names  of  the  three  nominees  is  withdrawn,  the  name  of  the  alternate  shall  then  be  sent 
to  the  jurisdiction  organization  as  the  third  nominee  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

MEETINGS 

Section  1:  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization  at  which  time 
there  shall  be  presented  a program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  women  of  the 
conference  in  harmony  with  the  PURPOSE  and  with  the  plans  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Women's  Division.  Officers  and  other  elected  leaders  shall  be  elected  as  provided  in  these 
by-laws.  Necessary  business  shall  be  transacted  and  pledges  made  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2:  Workshops,  seminars,  retreats  and  other  such  meetings  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
PURPOSE  may  be  held  as  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  VII 


FUNDS 

Section  1:  The  conference  organization  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the  Women's 
Division. 

Section  2:  All  undesignated  funds  received  by  the  conference  treasurer  from  any  source 
shall  be  remitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Women's  Division.  Such  funds  shall  be  divided 
according  to  the  vote  of  the  Women's  Division. 

Section  3:  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships,  In  Remembrance  and  Memorial 
Gifts  and  World  Thank  Offering  become  part  of  the  regular  pledge  to  missions  for 
appropriations  and  may  not  be  otherwise  designated  by  the  conference  organization. 

Section  4:  Supplementary  gifts  received  from  district  treasurers  shall  be  remitted  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Women's  Division  according  to  the  designations  received  from  district 
treasurers. 

Section  5:  The  offering  received  from  the  observances  of  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  shall 
be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Women's  Division  to  be  applied  to  the  projects  designated 
each  year  by  the  Women's  Division. 

Section  6:  The  conference  organization  shall  set  aside  an  amount  up  to  fifteen  per  cent 
(15%)  of  the  Pledge  to  Missions  for  administration  and  development.  This  fund  shall  provide 
for  the  administration  and  development  expenses  of  the  conference,  a contribution  to  the 
jurisdiction  fund  for  administration  and  development,  and  for  remittance  to  the  districts  for 
administration  and  development. 

Section  7:  All  orders  on  the  treasury  must  be  approved  by  the  conference  president  and 
secretary. 


ARTICLE  Vm 

AMENDMENTS  AND  ADDITIONAL  BY-LAWS 

Section  1:  Additional  by-laws  or  amendments  to  the  current  by-laws  may  be  adopted  by 
majority  vote  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization,  provided  a thirty  day 
notice  is  given  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  organization,  and 
provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Women's  Division  constitution  and  by-laws  for  the 
conference  organization.  Copies  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  by-laws  shall  be  made  for 
distribution  to  all  voting  members  of  the  annual  meeting. 


STAIMDIIMG  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  ORGANIZATION 


Funds 

1.  United  Methodist  Women  shall  support  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of 
the  church-at-large  as  individual  church  members  rather  than  through  the  treasuries  of 
the  organized  units  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

2.  An  amount,  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  for  the  entire  conference,  to 
be  applied  on  the  budget  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  may  be  raised  by 
local  units  of  United  Methodist  Women  at  the  rate  of  25^  per  member. 
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3.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  conference  organization,  or  the 
disability  of  the  treasurer  to  the  extent  that  she  is  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that 
office,  the  president  of  the  conference  organization  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered 
by  the  Administrative  Committee  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  said  organization. 

4.  Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  allowed  expenses  for  one  meeting  during  the 
conference  year.  Each  shall  establish  its  own  quorura 

5.  a.  Members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  shall  receive  expenses  for 

attendance  at  meetings  of  that  committee  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference 
organization  according  to  guidelines  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

b.  Each  officer  shall  receive  expenses  for  promoting  the  work  of  her  office,  including 
mailing  costs  for  communications  sent  through  her  corresponding  district  officer  to 
local  units. 

c.  Any  expenses  incurred  through  an  event  with  a chairperson  or  dean  in  charge  shall  be 
approved  by  the  chairperson  or  dean  before  being  submitted  to  the  president  and 
secretary  for  approval. 

d.  All  expense  vouchers  shall  include  itemized  listings  of  expenses  (postage, 
mimeographing,  meals,  travel,  motel,  etc.)  for  which  payment  is  requested. 

e.  Duplicating  letters  or  other  materials  in  quantity  shall  be  done,  after  investigation,  at 
the  least  possible  expense  appropriate  to  the  purpose  for  which  the  materials  are  to 
be  used. 

6.  Seven  (7)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel.  Whenever  possible,  car  pools  shall  be 
used.  Conference  and  district  officers  riding  together  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the 
expense  to  their  respective  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume  their  share  of  the  expense. 

7.  The  president  may  attend,  at  conference  expense,  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Women's 
Division  and  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  each  year  she  is  invited. 

8.  A one-day  training  opportunity  for  elected  leadership  of  the  district  organizations  shall 
be  held  each  year  at  conference  expense. 

School  of  Christian  Mission 

1.  A subsidy  of  nine  (9)  dollars  per  person  shall  be  paid  all  elected  leadership  of  the  district 
organizations  of  United  Methodist  Women,  including  sub-district  chairpersons,  who  fully 
participate  in  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

2.  An  amount  equal  to  the  expense  of  two  cars,  at  the  rate  of  seven  (7)  cents  per  mile  shall 
be  paid  to  each  district  by  the  conference  organization  to  supplement  the  expense  of 
district  officers  attending  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  If  possible,  car  pools  shall  be 
used,  with  the  expense  allowance  beginning  at  the  point  of  origin  of  the  car  pool. 

3.  Twenty-five  (25)  dollars  may  be  allowed  annually  for  the  purchase  of  audio-visual 
resources  pertinent  to  the  current  studies  and  mission  emphases.  These  materials  shall  be 
selected  by  the  Mission  Coordinator  for  Global  Concerns  in  consultation  with  the  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  Audio-Visual  Library  of  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries  for  use  throughout  the  conference. 

Annual  Meeting 

1.  Thirty  (30)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization,  the  secretary 
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shall  send  to  each  local  unit  president,  delegate-registration  cards  for  the  meeting  and 
instructions  for  their  use. 

2.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization 

on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  providing  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate. 

b.  Membership  of  each  local  unit  will  be  determined  according  to  the  current 
Conference  Annual  Report,  unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  conference  president 
sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  the  following 
persons:  the  members  of  the  conference  executive  committee;  the  delegates  from  the 
local  units;  the  district  officers;  the  wife  of  the  resident  bishop;  all  conference  presidents 
and  conference  chairpersons  of  the  former  Women's  Societies  and  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds  of  former  Conferences  A and  B,  and  their  predecessor  organizations. 

Annual  Report  — Minutes 

1.  The  secretary  shall  keep  on  file  a list  of  persons,  by  categories,  to  whom  the  Annual 
Report  — Directory  is  sent.  This  list  shall  be  approved  by  the  Conference  Executive 
Committee. 

2.  A committee  shall  be  appointed  to  examine  the  minutes  of  the  annua!  and  executive 
committee  meetings.  All  minutes  of  the  conference  organization  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  the  secretary. 

Other  Leadership 

1.  There  shall  be  a conference  Historian,  appointed  by  the  president,  with  the  approval  of 
the  executive  committee.  The  Historian  shall  serve  for  two  (2)  years  and  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  executive  committee  with  vote. 

The  Historiap  shall  keep  a record  of  events  and  a file  of  related  materials  (articles, 
programs,  pictures,  etc.)  which  provide  information  for  an  orderly  history  of  the 
conference  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women.  She  shall  see  that  correct  names  of 
persons  and  their  relationships  to  the  organization  are  included  and  shall  be  alert  to 
developments  in  the  district  organizations  and  the  local  units  which  are  interpretative  of 
the  life  and  growth  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  Louisiana. 

Special  Membership,  Gifts,  Memorials 

1.  When  persons  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  commissioned  as  deaconesses  or 
missionaries,  or  when  women  from  the  conference  are  ordained  deacons,  or  elders,  or 
become  probationary  or  full  conference  members,  a gift  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  shall 
be  presented  to  them  and  a special  membership  given  in  their  honor. 

2.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  executive  committee,  to  members  of  their 
immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  in  their  homes,  an  In  Remembrance  Gift  of  five 
(5)  dollars  may  be  sent  as  a memorial. 

Amendments 

1.  Standing  Rules  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization 
upon  recommendation  of  the  conference  executive  committee.
